On the front porch of the parsonage 
the minister denied to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that he was the father of Miss 
Wolff's little girls. The children, one 
6 and the other 5 years old, were feed- 
ing a hen with a brood of newly- 
hatched chickens. Schenk watched their 
every movement. 

He denied that his relations with 
Gertrude Wolff ever had been improper. 
He said he had been ruined without 
cause. It was not until he had been 
taken into custody by the inspector that 
he ceased his denials and said he would 
“make a clean breast of the whole af- 
fair.’’ 

After the wife’s statement had been 
taken the inspector called for Schenk. 
The minister entered the parsonage 
parlor with bowed head. He was told 
that he must accompany the inspector 
to St. Louis. 

“Is this an arrest?” he asked, huskily, 
steadying himself by clutching a table.

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STRIKE TIES UP 
TRANSIT SERVICE 


Fear of Violence Causes Mayor 
to Order All Saloons 
Closed at 6 P. M.

PHILADELPHIA, May 29.—Striking 
street car men have crippled most of 
the lines in the city, and féar of serious 
disorder has led Mayor Reyburn to 
order all saloons closed at 6 p. m. to- 
day. This is the second time in 25 years 
that the chief executive of the ctiy has 
found it necessary to issue such an 
order. 

One ‘thousand and eight men, who 
quit work today, have been discharged 
by the company, which refuses to recog- 
nize the union. Some of the crews 
abandoned their cars in the middle of 
their trips and in one case an aban- 
doned car was wrecked by a mob of 
men and boys.

“T .wish they would start’ me away 
tonight. I want to get out of this 


country. Things would not have been 
as they are except in America. I wish 
they would send me away as soon as 
possible.”’ 

For the rest of the drive he remained 
silent, his head bowed in his hands. 
Inspector Whitfield told Schenk that if 
he would not violate the consideration 
shown him, they would spend the night 
at the Rev. Suedmeyer’s home, the 
Hermann minister having extended that 
invitation. 


In the parlor at Dr. Suedmeyer’s 
Schenk made his confession to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter. He admitted in a 
broken voice that what had béen said of 
his relations with Gertrude Wolff was 
true. That he was the father of the 
older child, born when Gertrude was 14, 
and that he might be the father of the 
second, born about a year later. 

Threatened With Calaboose. 

“I have made a great mistake,’”’ he 
said in a voice full of emotion, ‘and 
I have repented. Now I would like to 
live for my wife and family.” 

He was conversing with the Post-Dis- 
patch reporter a few minutes later, and 
the two were alone in the room. 

“Now I must go like a common mur- 
derer’’—he cried. 

Inspector Whitfield, in another room, 
heard the remark, and told Schenk that 
if he did not appreciate the courtesies 
shown him he would be locked up in the 
Hermann calaboose for the night. 

“The remark was out of a sad heart,” 
he said, “I do appreciate the courtesy 
you have shown me. I will respect it. 
What I meant was that I feel like a 
common murderer, in my sadness and 
humiliation.’’ 

Dr. Suedmeyer accompanied the in- 
spector and Schenk to St. Louis. He 
Said he wished to make a statement to 
Inspector Dunn to dispel any suspicion 
that might be entertained that the 
church or any one acting for the church 
was trying in any way to protect 
Schenk from the punishment that was 
due him, whatever that might be under 
the law. 

If Schenk should be convicted on the 
charge named in the warrant against 
him the maximum penalty would be 2 
five-year prison sentence and a $5000 
fine. The warrant fixed the bond that 
would be accepted in Schenk’s case at 
$5000. Until the immigration office 
reaches a decision or Schenk furnishes 
bond he will remain a prisoner in St. 
Louis. 

The Rev. Mr. Suedmeyer told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter that he furnished Ger- 
trude Wolff with the money to pay her 
way to her German home that she 
might fulfill her written promise to give 
up Schenk forever and to surrender her 
two children to Mrs. Schenk. She sailed 
on the Maine of the Continental line.

Sole Officer of Benbow Insti- 
tution Asks Insurance Com- 
pany to Make Theft Good.

President-Cashier Moore As- 
sures Depositors Business 
Will Not Be Interrupted. 


Stephen Moore, as janitor, swept out 
of the People’s Bank at Benbow City, 
ll., Saturday, the red pepper which he 
reported, as president of the bank, that 
two armed robbers had sprinkled on 
the floor after robbing him, as cashier, 
of nearly $3500. 

Then president-cashier-janitor, 
who also combines in his own person all 
the other offices of the People’s Bank, 
went outside, untied the wet handker- 
| chief with whicn he had protected his 


nose, and announced that, as soon as 
{the air inside became less peppery, the 
bank would resume business. 

He left the pepper on the floor Friday 
night that it might be seen by a repre- 
sentative of the Maryland Casualty Co., 
in whose St. Louis office he has filed a 
claim for the lost amount. He had a 
$5000 burglary insurance policy with the 
company. 

At the office of the Maryland com- 
pany, in the Pierce Building, it was 
stated Saturday that E. A. Hulburd, a 
representative of the company, was in- 
vestigating the bank claim. Until his 
report was received, it was stated, the 
company would have nothing to an- 
nounce. 


Walking Up and Down, 


Ben Toller, proprietor of a clothing 
store across the street from the bank, 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter that he 
was sitting in front of his store during 
the early part of Friday afternoon, at 
the time of the reported robbery, and 
that he saw no one enter or leave the 
bank. He could see the interior of the 
bank through the front window, he 
said. 

“IT saw Moore walking up and down 
inside the place,’”’ Toller said, ‘and 
once or twice I saw him stop and hold 
his hands to his head.’’ 

As told in late editions of the Post- 
Dispatch Friday, Moore reported Fri- 
Gay afternoon that two men had en- 
tered the bank at 1:20 p. m., and first 
asking him to cash a $2 check, had a 
moment later displayed revolvers and 
seized the cash on hand. 

One of them, he said, kept him “cov- 
red” with a revolver, while the other 
took 24 $100 bills, 50 $1 bills and one $60 
bill, just received by the bank in a 
special express package from St. Louis. 
He also took the rest of the money on 
hand, nearly $1000 additional, the bank 
proprietor stated. 


On Priucipal Street. 


Before leaving, Moore said, the des- 
peradoes sprinkled the floor with red 
pepper. This, the banker surmised, was 
done to keep bloodhounds from taking 
the scent. ‘“‘The men were evidently ex- 
perts,’’ said Moore, in relating this phase 
of the occurrence. 

The People’s Bank is on the principal 
street of Benbow City, a short distance 
from the railroad and trolley line de- 
pots and close to other places of busi- 
ness, 

Deputy Sheriff G. F. Crowe, who ar- 
rived at the bank within a haif hour 
after the reported visit of the robbers, 
had sharp words with the proprietor. He 
first heard of the robbery from James 
Olroyed, a large depositor; claimant to 
the Benbow City mayoralty. 

“Why didn’t you report this at once?” 
he demanded of Moore, pointing to the 
telephone on the wall. 

“The men told me not to,” said Moore, 
“and I was too excited by what had 
happened.”’ 


“Rows of Red Pepper.” 


“Did they leave in a hurry, or did 
the take théir time?” he asked. “These 
rows of red pepper look like they had 
had plenty of time to sprinkle it neatly 
and carefully,” he commented. “If I 
had robbed the bank and was leaving, 
I would just throw that pepper into the 
air, and some of it into the cashier's 
eyes, and run.”’ 

Crowe questioned a group of men who 
were sitting on the porch of Gc: se 
Marsh's saloon across the Strett, and 
could find none who had seen the men 
enter or leave the bank. 

De. 31... Gottschalk, who said Fri- 
day afternoon that he saw two men 
walking down the street, said Saturday 
that he was not sure they answered 
the description of the robbers given by 
Moore. The banker said one of the 
men was tall and one short, and that 
they both wore shabby clothing and 
black slouch hats. 

Moore was in 8t. Louis Friday night 
and deposited a draft for $100 drawn on 


an Bast 8t. Leuis bank, in the Union 
Station Bank. 


Capital of 825,000. 

The People’s Bank was capitalized at 
$25,000. The amount of robbery insur- 
ance carried was $5000... Moore said that 
before starting the bank eight months

The company is 
in good shape and is getting along nice- 
ly, though, of course, business lately 
has not beén as good as in our banner 
year, 1907.’’ 

Mr. Luyties made a general denial 
of the allegation in the petition. 

Says Bills Are Paid Promptly. 

“I don’t care to go into the details 
of a complaint of this character,’’ he 
said. “If the creditors of the company 
were dissatisfied, it would be a differ- 
ent matter, but they are not. Our bills 
are being paid promptly. 

“I might regard this petition seri- 
ously if a majority of the stockholders 
were complaining. One man who is 
asking for a receiver has only $20 in- 
vested in the stock. Now the company 
has a capital stock of $3,000,000, half paid 
in, and I own a majority of the stock 
and furnished most of the cash: with 
which the company was started. 

“If it were necessary to appoint a re- 
celver I, as the heaviest stockholder, 
would be the person most interested in 
bringing such an action. I am satisfied 
with the way in which the company is’ 
progressing and a great majority of the 
stockholders—dentists and druggists al! 
over the United States—are also satis- 
fied. These dentists and druggists 
earned their stock out of the profits 
which they made on the sale of prep- 
arations made by the Sanitol Chemical 
Laboratory Co.” 

The 29 stockholders who ask for a re- 
ceivership own stock in the company, to 
the par value of $20,000, according to 
their attorneys, Jamieson & Thomas.

Ex-Gov. Crittenden always took a 
lively interest in public affairs an+l 
particularly in matters relating to Mis- 
souri., 

There was a lively tilt two years ago 
between Gov. Folk and ex-Gov. Crit- 
tenden. Crittenden denounced Folk for 
the latter’s removal of Police Commis- 
sioner Rozzelle and Chief of Police 
Hayes of Kansas City, saying that 
Folk was building up a powerful politi- 
cal machine. 

Crittenden had been a warm support- 
er of Folk for the gubernatorial nomi- 
nation. Folk replied *o the Crittenden 
attack by denouncing the ex-Governor 
as a hanger-on of the trusts.

The Crittenden family having assisted 
him materially in many ways, young 
James bears no resentment toward the 
departed. 

He owes much to Mayor Crittenden, 
the ex-Governor’s son, who employed 
him as office boy many years ago and 
later helped him to get into business 
as owner of a cigar stand. James stud- 
ied law at night. Three years ago he 
was admitted to the bar. 

It has been stated authoritatively 
that ex-Gov. Crittenden advanced money 
for the defense of “Young Jess’’ sev- 
eral years ago when the bandit’s son 
was tried and acquitted on a charge 
of train robbery.

MUST REDRAW CHARTER 
Abolition of Departments Rec- 
ommended—Democrats 
Say It Is Jobbery. 








Consolidation of municipal offices so 
as to curtail expenditures for salaries 
and supplies is suggested in a special 


report made to the Council by its Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means. The offices 
of Harbor and: Wharf Commissioner, 
Assessor and Collector of Water Rates, 
Supefvisor of Plumbing, Building Com- 
missioner and Supervisor of City 
Lighting are said to be some of those 
which the committee believes could 
economically be combined with other 
departments. Chairman Schneiderhahn 
declines to designate what departments 
are regarded by his committee as 
superfluous, 

The Council has adopted the report 
of the committee, together with a res- 
olution authorizing the appointment of 
a joint committee of six Assemblymen 
to recommend a plan by which the 
merger of the several departments can 
be effected. This committee will be 
named as soon as the House of Dele- 
gates has concurred in the scheme. The 
report of the Council's Ways and 
Means Committee received a unanimous 
vote in the Council, and it is‘ believed 
that the House will take like action. 

In one department, 1 member of the 
committee told a Post-Dispatch report- 


Jer, it was found that at least three 


men drawing large salaries were little 
more than supernumeraries,. while in 
other offices employes required to have 
special technical training were being 
overworked and underpaid. 

A board of control which shall super- 
vise the appointment of subordinate em- 
ployes in the several departments is one 
method of reducing the number of work- 
ers and equalizing their compensation, 
the committee believes. 

Jobs Traded for Laws. 

The excess of employes over employ- 
ment in some departments, a member 
of the committee said, was traceable to 
the practice of giving jobs to members 
of the House of Delegates in exchange 
for the passage of necessary legislation. 
No hint of graft is intended by the re- 
port, according fo one member of the 
committee, its purpose being simply to 
introduce into the city’s affairs more 
of the methods of private business. 

If it is found on further inquiry that 
the charter will have to be redrawn to 
permit the coalescence of any two or 
more offices, a recommendation to that 
effect will be submitted to the Board 
of Freeholders, at whose instance the 
Council committee’s investigation was 
undertaken. 

The abolition of the office of Harbor 
and Wharf Commissioner would neceSsi- 
tate an amer.dment to the charter. The 
others named were established by the 
Municipal Assembly and could by ordi- 
nance either be discontinued or united 
with other departments. 

Building Dcpartment to Go, 

It has already been suggested that the 
Building Department be included in the 
jurisdiction of the President of the 
Board of Public Improvements, that the 
assessment and collection of water rates 
be made by the Water Commissioner, 
that the Supervisor of Plumbing be 
placed in the same department, and 
that the Supervisor of City Lighting be 
continued as an adjunct to the office of 
the President of the Board of Public 
Improvements. 

In addition to transferring the Har- 
bor and Wharf Commissioner's duties 
to the Street Commissioner, it has been 
suggested also that a board be appoint- 
ed to succeed the Park Commissioner. 

When the committee’s report was an- 
ticipated. several. days ago, Democrtas 
in the City Hall declared that it was 
in furtherance of'a Republican scheme 
to get contrdi.of offices which, if not 
in some way made the subject of change 
and appointment at this time, will be 
held by Democrats for two years 
longer.

Transfer of Land Easy —What T 
Is Doing for Tongue 





BOSTON, May 292.—Dr. Charles A. 
Eastman of Amherst, Mass., is nearing 
the completion of one of the most re- 
markable tasks undertaken by a citizen 
of the United States, that of giving 
family names to some 30,000 or more 
InMians. 

The matter of renaming the Indians 
had been under consideration for a long 
lime, but no systematic work was be- 
gun until Roosevelt's administration. 
Dr. Eastman then received his appoint- 
ment. 

The Indians owned much land, but 


not having family surnames it became 
difficult to transfer such property. The 
demands of modern civilization in many 
other respects made it highly desirable 
that such names as “‘Afraid-of-a-Bear,” 
*‘Rain-in-the-face,”’ ete., should give 
way to others. 

Dr. Eastman himself is a full-blooded 
Sioux, a graduate of Dartmouth of the 
class of 1887 and of Boston University 
Medical School. His Indian name was 
Ohiysea. 
Eliminating Names. 

“My work is done in the summer 
during the four or five months of warm 
weather,” he says. ‘‘Usually I take up 
a reservation and endeavor to cover it 
thoroughly in one: season, unless it is 
a large one. I overhaul the land rec- 
ords of the various families and also 
take a census so that no one will ‘es- 
cape me.

“night riding’ in Kéntucky and Tennessee and 
the causes of the desperate revolt of which it is 
the brutal and lawless outcome. He was pleading 
for the repeal of the tax on tobacco leaf for the 
benefit of tobacco growers whose sufferings from 
the Tobacco Trust had turned them into ruthless 
marauders. 

The story of the night riders is a shocking nar- 
rative of crime, but not more shocking. than the 
story of the oppressions which incited the starv- 
ing tobacco men to organize a conspiracy of vio- 
lence. It has been told before. The Post-Dispatch 
has published pages concerning the organization 
of night riders and their cruel deeds, and concern- 
ing the hardships they suffered from the To- 
bacco Trust. The initial crime was that of the 
Trust which, with cold-blooded greed conspired to 
ruin tne tobacco growers who in desperation re-

fered most in public opinion because their methods 
were dramatic. But the greater criminal was the 
Trust, whose consp:racy was worked out quietly 
by seeret agreements and from motives of greed. 

But the tale of the oppressions of the Tobacco 
Trust differs from that of other trusts only in 
its dramatic setting and the spectacular revenges 
of its victims. The same sort of ruin was wrougnt 
by Standard Oil, the Stcel Trust, the Sugar Trust, 
only their victims did not resort to desperate 
deeds of violence, but submitted in silence or went 
to the courts for relief. 

The Senate is moved by the story of the out- 
rages committed by the trusts and by their vic- 
tims. Senators eloquently denounce the mis- 
deeds of both, but vote the trusts robber privileges 
and monopoly cinches. Democrats ana Republic- 
ans combine to serve their dishonest ends.

Here is one St. Louisan who is not knocking his 
own town: This, from a great Chicago daily, is 
signed by Edward Roemer: 

‘“T have been a resident of St. Louis, Mo., and 
have been for some time a resident of this city 
and I am very well educated, have a keen power 
of perception and naturally make comparisons and, 
to tell you the truth, they are greatly to the det- 
riment of Chicago. I myself was very much as- 
tonished, for I heard so much about it and it 
was generally in Chicago’s favor. The few points 
which I will compare are as follows: 

‘‘Mhe climate here is very bad; fierce and cold 
winters and the wind blowing a gale most of 
the time. : 

‘The streets in wintertime are very badly 
kept, almost to say filthy; or in dry weather very 
dusty. I presume that its being very level here has 
something to do with this. 

“There are very few names on the streets and 
very few numbers on the houses, 

“The downtown section, the loop district and 
the retail portion are gloomy looking and unin- 
viting. The St. Louis retail district is much su- 
perior.

BOSTON, Mass., May 29.—As a fitting 
climax to a fine day’s sport an inter- 
collegiate record was swept off the 


boards Friday afternoon in the thirty- 
fourth annual intercollegiate champion- 
ships at the Harvard stadium. Four men 
crossed the bar in the pole vault at 12 
feet 1% inches, beating the mark made 
by Walter Dray of Yale, last year by 
1% inches. Those who removed the rec- 
ord height were J. L. Barr of Harvard, 
EB. T. Cook of Cornell, J. L. Fickler of 
Pennsylvania and C. 8.

second to none for the championship 
honors which will be decided today. 

Sixteen crimson-jerseyed athletes qual- 
ified, and their performances caused 
the experts to pick Harvard as the win- 
ner of the meet.

NEW YORK, May 29.—Fritz Augustus 
Heinze, who fought the Standard Oil 
_@rowd to a standstill in Montana, a 
few years ago, has undertaken the job 
of fighting the United States Govern- 
ment by calmly blocking orders issued 
by the Federal grand jury and the 
United States Circuit Court for the pro- 
Guction ef the books of the United Cop- 
per Co. The books have disappeared. 
Heinze is making the fight single- 
handed. 

Friday morning the battle started. 
when Judge Lacombe threw a carload 
of fright into the directors of the 
United Copper Co. by giving them until 
4p. m. to produce the books or go ‘o 
jail for contempt of court. Heinze, be- 
ing already under two Federal indict- 
ments, was not included in this order, 
_@e it would have practically given him 
tmmunity on the charges on which the 
Government expects to send him to the 
Federal prison at Atlanta. 

Directors Indignant. 

The alternative given the directors 

of producing the books or going to jall 
made them burn with indignation 
‘@gainst Heinze. He is president of the 
United Copper Co., and they compelled 
him to call, off-hand, a meeting of 
the board of directors. Then they de- 
Manded that he produce the books and 
fave them from jail. 
_ He refused on the ground that he was 
already under ingictment and was not 
required to give evidence to the United 
States District Attorney. . 

Then the énraged and scared directors 
adopted a resolution deposing Heinze as 
president. Heinze pointed to a section 
of the by-laws of the company, which 
provides that an officer can be deposed 
only after five days’ written notice. 
That by-law rendered the _ resolution 
Wortéless, but the directors at once 
Planned to serve the required notice, 
go that they can oust Heinze from the 
presidency at the earliest date possible. 
Federal Courts Defied. 

The day ended with Heinze success- 
fully defying the Federal courts and 
‘with the directors out of fail, the Court 
being satisfied they had done all in 
their power to produce the books. 

What will be done to Heinze will not 
be fully decided until Tuesday after- 
noon, when Judge Lacombe returns 
from an out-of-town visit. The legal 
difficulties he was already in were se- 
Fiously multiplied, it was stated, as a 
Tesult of the strenuous happenings of 
the day.

Week in American Markets 
Shows Second Step in 
Typical Boom,

Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, May 2%.—The Evening 


Post, in its copyrighted financial re- 
view today, says: 

The Siock Exchange was closed fer 
an extra holiday today, both here and 
#t London, and there were no quota- 
tions. 

Abroad and at home the characteristic 
incident of the past week has been’ the 
advances in stock market, and the 
fact that London is now financing not 
only its own operations of the sort, but 
a considerable part of ours. 

This is a familiar second chapter in 
en American ‘‘Stock Exchange boom.’ 
Overflowing home capital first provides 
the needed resources; London is next 
appealed to and responds on easy terms. 
The third development usually is a sign 
that London is beginning to reckon up 
its own outstanding engagements and 
scrutinize future commitments more 
carefully. This mood hardly seems to 
have shown itself as yet. Of recent 
years, however, the sequence of events 
in episodes of this sort has tended to 
move with rather startling rapidity. 


Trade Movement Follows. 
The “traae movement,” which is as- 


sumed to underlie the fluctuation of 
financial values, does not move as fast, 
but it has an obstinate way of follow- 
ing its path on the deliberate lines with 
which merchants are famillar, and 
which they undoubtedly prefor. Occa- 
sionally, as in the sudden rush of. tex- 
tile. buyers into the market after the 
price reductions of a year ago, it seems 
to have suddenly leaped from complete 
stagnation into the full activity of 
‘téom times.” 

The iron and steel trades repeated 
the experience after the similar price 
reductions of the present year. The 
textile trades rather soon returned [to 
normal and quiet conditions after the 
price cutting had ceased. It remains to 
be seen how far the precedent will be 
followed this year in the other industry. 


Trust Companies Near Reserve. 
The bank statement showed little ef- 


fect from the financing incident to the 
large bond operations of the week, the 
loan account being virtually unchanged, 
with an actual increase of only $197,300. 
The cash account was enlarged to the 
extent of $5,000,000, which showed that 
the large gold exports of last week 
must have been partially financed this 
week. The net result was an addition 
of $3,086,000 to the actual surplus. The 
trust companies reported $8,201,000 and 
a sufficiently heavy increase in deposits 
to suggest that they are now near their 
reserve limit.

M. Dwight Fortner, fugitive real estate 
dealer, who fled from St. Louis and was 
captured in Paris, has engaged an at- 
torney and will fight extradition, accord- 
ing to a@ special cablegram received by 
the Post-Dispatch from its Paris cor- 
respondent Saturday. 

Charles Fy Beach, an American law- 
yer, who will.act as Fortner’s counsel, 
and who is partner of Henry Segnitz, 
one of the leading members of the Paris 
bar, will represent to the French Gov- 
ernment that Fortner did not commit 
forgery or any other extraditable of- 
fense. 

He will tell the Magistrate that Fort- 
ner owes money which he borrowed in 
a legitimate way in connection with real 
estate transactions. 

In prison Fortner has made no de- 
tailed statement and all he wi!l say 1s 
that he knows of no basis for criminal 
charges against him. 

The cablegram says that proper cer- 
tification of the indictment of Fortner 
by the St. Louis grand jury will be ac- 
cepted by the French Government as 
prima facile evidence that he has com- 
mitted an extraditable offense. 

While in custody Fortner is permitted 
to order expensive meals and smoke 
good cigars. Attorney Beach is quoted 
as saying that Fortner has little money 
left.

Switchman, Caught in “Frog,” 
Lies Down to Save Body 
From Wheels of Train. 


Charlies A. McIvor of M2i Old Man- 
chester road, who chose between being 
instantly killed and being maimed for 
life when his foot was caught in a 
switch frog in the Frisco yards, won 
only a temporary victory over death. 
With his wife sitting at his bedside in 
the City Hospital he died five hours 
later, after both his legs had been am- 
putated. 

McIvor was a switching foreman. 
Friday afternoon, near the King’s high- 
way bridge, he was “making up” a 
train when his right foot became 
jammed in a switch and was held fast. 

Railroad men in this predicament usu- 
ally remove their shoes andl many carry 
knives with which .o cut the sole from 
the upper. 

McIvor had no time to free himself, | 
as a freight car which had been “gunt- | 
ed’’ down the track, was rapidly ap- 
proaching him. The other members of 
the crew were more than a block away 
and he could not make them hear his 
cries. 

If he remained sbaindiels he would be 
instantly killed by the car. If he lay 
down with his body away from the 
track the wheels would pass over his 
legs. There was but an instant in 
which to make up his mind. Thoughts 
of his wife and two babies may have 
prompted him to choose life as a cripple 
rather than leave his family widowed 
and orphaned. He leaned far over. The 
car bore down upon him. 

Picked up unconscious, he was bur- 
ried to the City Hospital, where almost 
at a glance the surgeons saw that he 
had no chance te recover.
